DUBLIN, SATURDAY, OCTOBER 22. 


Tue Epicureans used to teach that all sensation 
was derived from minute sensible particles. The 
theory was pleasant in some cases,in others the 
reverse, according to the objects. Delightful it 
was to think, when you inhaled the perfume of a 
rose, that small rose particles titillated the olfactory 
nerves. Not altogether so pleasant to believe, when 
you were half asphyxiated by a stench, that small 
particles emanating from a decomposed dog affected 
the same delicate organs. We do not believe in the 
Epicurean theory, but we feel its horrors. We 
mix our tea and drink our water dubiously. We 
know the water we use is derived from the canals, 
yet we push the knowledge away from us as a very 
unpleasant thing. Not without reason either. 
Our canals have become the resting-place of all un- 
timely departed kittens and puppies of doubtful 
brecd. You may see them, any day, passing slowly 
in lessening circles on the surface, until they are 
anchored in a nest of weeds, and slowly decay 
away. We are not cannibals, yet we are com- 
pelled to drink water in which men expired and 
rotted away. Little infants, too, whose parents 
were too poor to bury them, and some, happily 
with us but few, the shame of whose birth was 
hidden in the dark waters, there lie festering. 
Turf boats, not remarkable for cleanlinss; brick 
boats, showering minute particles of baked clay; 
cows, sheep, horses, every animal, aid in deterio- 
rating the purity of the water we drink. 

But we have not only defiled water, but a scarcity 
of it. We know what we suffered during the past 
summer through lack of water, such as it was. Is 
it to be tolerated that this metropolis, the second 
city in the British Empire, should be coerced to drink 
from an open sewer? We have our Liffey one abo- 
minable mass of putrefaction, when the ebbing tide 
reveals its horrors. Dublin is, as its etymology im- 
ports, “the city of the black pool ;” and we are care- 
less. Wedo not drink the water which slowly 
breathes out the pestilent miasma. Our canals are 
the sources of our culinary supply. It is not pleasant 
to know or fancy that dead men have lain for days 
under the very water we drink. Is there no remedy 
for this ? ' 


The citizens of Glasgow, honour to them, have 
recently opened a tunnel, which conveys to every 
humble homestead the pure crystal waters of Loch 
Katrine. So important was this work considered 
that our Qucen inaugurated the work, and threw in 
flowers to be carried down to the great city with the 
first wave of the struggling waters. Weneed not go 
40 miles for a source to supply our city. Seven miles 
from Dublin we fall in with the pure waters of the 
Dodder, where nature has formed two sides of a 
vast reservoir for all the springs which tumble down 
the mountains’ sides. Ten miles from Dublin we 
light upon the clear waters of the Liffey, where the 
salmon darts like a streak of silver over the waterfall. 
[s there no way to bring these sparkling waters 
into Dublin, daily increasing in size and in the num- 
ber of its inhabitants? Can we not, by a tunnel, 
bring in the stream, clear, cool, and refreshing, to 
the mansions of the rich and the dwellings of the 
poor? Are we so lost, so sunk, that we cannot 
emulate by short footsteps the spirit of the men of 
Glasgow, and rid ourselves of the terrible idea-that 
dead men have struggled in their last agonies under 
the very water which we drink ?

We think we may venture to congratulate the citizens 
of Dublin on the extinction of a resuscitated nuisance. 
We called the attention of the authorities, some time 
since, to the scandalous scenes enacted in a place called 
“ Dillon's field,” where all the orgies of the old fair 
of Donnybrook were carried on in a confined area. 
Last week Miss Dillon applied for a renewal of her 
licence, and was mct by the objection that her house 
“had not been conducted in a peaceable and orderly 
é manner during the last year.” ‘The defence is, 
of course, thatthe “ house” is orderly enough, since 
the crowds merely pass through it into the field, and 
the point against this is, that the word house includes 
thewhole premises on which drink, &c., is sold under 
the superintendence of Miss Dillon. That this point 
is right no one can doubt. Were it 
otherwise, we would have as many fair-greens as there 
are public-houses, and we-believe there are eleven in 
Donnybrook. 
The Chief Secretary and the Police Commissioners 
oppose the granting of the certificate, and a vast 
quantity of evidence was produced to prove the dis- 
orderly character of the “ house,” and the infamous 
character of those who frequented it. Among others, 
the Roman Catholic priest came forward and re- 
lated a touching incident. A poor showman had acted 
his last part, and, worn out by the labour of the week, 
laid down to die in the midst of his grotesque pro- 
pertics. The priest coming to visit him was 
shocked at the disgusting seenes enacted round the 
place where the poor showman lay im agony. 
Others proved that the place was the fesort 
of the worst characters, male and female, and 
that the entire neighbourhood was kept in the wildest 
state of confusion for the week the fair lasted. 
Others again proved that Miss Dillon's field formed 
no part of the original fair green, and that anything 
like a fair was never beid there until 1855, when a 
public effort was made to at down the fair. 
We do not see any reason, either of law or équity, 
by which the magistrates can be induced to renew a 
licence which is intended to cover so many iniquities.

and a compensation of £2,500,000 to her deliverer. 
Moreover, to check any outburst of her too 
exuberant irits, she is to lie in her fat, unpro- 
tected plains at the feet of the great fortresses of Pes- 
chiera and Mantua. The treaty of Zurich presents to 
Lombardy a heavy bill for present paymentyand a heavy 
menace for the future. ‘That there shall be uo lack of 
significancy in the menace, the Austrians are ostenta- 
tiously increasing the strength of Peschiera, and cutting 
down the mulberry and olive trees to a safe distance 
from the lines. Even Milan will scarcely find another 
excuse for an illumination in the Treaty, which fixes 
her obligations. Milan, however, is the only city the pre- 
sent freedom of which is acknowledged by the Treaty of 
Zurich. “The rights of the Grand Duke of Tuscany, the 
Duke of Modena, and the Duke of Parma are expressly 
reserved.” The “tranquillity of the Church and the 
power of the Holy Father” are to be insured, not by re- 
cognising the present Government in the Legations, but | 
by the hopeful expedient of reforms to be advised by 
the Emperors of Austria and France, and to be carried 
out by the Pope. There is no recognition of the Italy 
of to-day ; no admission of any knowledge of those 
well-constituted Governments which are administering 
justice and protecting order; the Zurich Plenipoten- 
tiaries see nothing but the old upholstery ofthe Italy ot 
the Grand Dukes, and bow with diplomatic po- 
liteness to the empty chairs of state now removed 
to various lumber-rooms. According to this pro- 
gramme, Italy is to resume her old position, with some 
slight¢modifications. The people of the Remagna are 
to return to their allegiance, and to dwell under tre 
reformed administration of the Holy Father, under 
Imperial advice. Florence, and Mantua, and Parma 
are to forego their dreams about an united Italy, and to 
welcome back their Dukes; Then shall arise, under the 
auspices of the two Emperors, the great Confederation 
of all the States of Italy. There will be the King of 
Sardinia at one end and the King of Naples at the 
other, and the Pope in the middle. There will be 
Austria faithfally representing the sentiments of 
the citizens of Venice, and the three Grand Dukes 
voting with equal fidelity the exact sentiments 
of their Italian subjects, There will be a federal army 
“to watch over the defence of the interior and exterior 
of italy.” towhich the King «f Naí si wil!, no doub’, 
send his Swiss mercenaries, an | te Pope will perhaps 
spare a contingent with “ Perugia’’ written upon their 
colours, to which the Dukes will contribute recruits 
drawn from their Hungarian estates, aod Austria will 
despatch levies, at the departure of which Venice will 
be glad. These elements of a Federal Italian Army 
will m x well with the Sardiniars, who mav have me' 
some of them before at Palestro and Sof rino; and 
they will be admirably adapted, in the glowing 
words of the Zurich Plenipotentiaries, to“ pre- 
serve the independence an! integrity of Italy, and to 
ensure the development ot its moral and material in- 
terests.”’ In more houschold Engl sh, this Federal 
Army will be either a mixture of foreign mercenaries 
and native Italians, or an army of native Italians. In 
the former case they will destroy each other, in the 
latter they will destroy this Italian Cuvonfeder- 
ation. The Italian Confederacy will Le a Congress of 
States inhabited by freedom-loving people, bat a 
Congress in which free institutions will be re- 
presented by a minority of one, How the 
Confederacy and the army will work together 
time only can show. Ifthe army can be relied upon 
to do the bidding of the Confede-acy, we shal 
hear no more of Ltalian liberty ; and if the Confederacy 
should find itself oppressed by the army the result 
would be scarcely more satisfactory. An Italian Con- 
federacy, with the exiled Princes, is a wild notion, more 
wild than any that Piato or Sir Th mas More conceived 
It bears relationship rather to the crotchets of the time 
of the French Revolution, for it requires a certain per 
fectibility of human nature even to set if at work. Be- 
fore it can have a fiir trial it will be indispensable that 
the Grand Dukes should become g» d governors and 
their subjects frank and enlightened eno igh to discover 
and confess the change ; that the Pove, and the King o! 
Naples, and the Emperor of Austria should all become 
converted to free institutions, aud quite friendly to popu- 
lar rights ; that France and Austria should thoroughly 
agree isto the amount of freedom that can be safely 
administered to the Romans, and the minimum of op- 
pression that would be necessary in Venice; that the 
Italians sh»i.ld all pull smoothly together, and should 
forzet that they ever suffered wrongs or fostered 
jealousies in past times. When all this happens, and 
Sardinia works out of the debt which is just hung round 
her neck, we may, perhaps, see an united It«ly flourish- 
ing according to the programme written out in the 
Tr aty of Zurich. “ 

But, is this treaty anything more than a paper 
programme? It speaks darkly of an Euopean Cos- 
yress, aud very decidedly as to the reservat.on of the 
rights of the Grand Dukes, but it says no word of the 
mens by whch all the great changes it decrees are to 
be broight about. It may be intended only to favour 
the objects denoted by inoral suasion, in wh ch case the 
Treaty of Zurich will lose much of its importance. It 
may be intended to carry it out by force, in which case 
it may lead to unforeseen results. But in any event 
it appears that “ the other Powers of Europe which took 
part in forming and guaranteeing the existence of the 
independent States of Italy” are looked to by 
the contracting parties for some action in this 
matter. We earnestly hope that the other great 
Powers of Europe will be careful now they abandon 
their present attitude. If there be folly or guilt in this 
Treaty ; be it a proposition to be laughed at and for- 
gotten, or a wickedness to be perpetrated at the cost 
of human slaughter, let us take care how to touch it. 
We are not about to fight for “Italian unity ;” that is 
abundantly understood. We do not, as the French 
Emperor says of us, go to war for an idea. All we can 
do, then, apart from our influence upon the public 
opinion of the world, is to avoid any act which can give 
the sanction of England to any interference with Italy 
in her attempts to work out her own freedom. We 
do not believe that the Emperor of the French wiil, 
standing alone, or with Austria only by his side, restore 
those Italian Princes by force. Should he do so, let us 
take great care that we leave him the undivided honour 
of the achievement. 


The Daily News on Protestantism in Hungary :--- 


The Hungurian Protestants are at this moment en- 
gaged in a struggle for their religious rights which 
shewld excite the interest and command the sympathies 
of Eazlishmen. That the real nature of this conflict is 
not generally known is, however, sufficiently evident. 
Some, indeed, who ought to be better informed seem to 
be ignorant of the fact that there is any struggle going 
on atall. Lord Brougham, for example, in his address 
at Bradford last weck, suid, referring to Austria, “ In 
those parts of her dominions heretofore most oppressed by 
ecclesiastical tyranny and bigotry in the natural alliance. 
it is understood that the Protestants are now secured 
in the full enjoyment of their rights ;” while that gentle 
and veracious shepherd, Dr. Cullen, in his recent Pus- 
toral, contrasts the liberty of Francis Joseph towards 
his Protestant subjects with the intolerance of the 
British Government towards Irish Catholics. That 
“ good Catholic Emperor,” yielding to the wishes of his 
Protestant subjects, has, he asserted, “ freely granted 
all, even the fullest liberty they could desire.” And the 
worthy doctor was filled with pious amazement and in- 
dignation that any could be found to stigmatise such a 
happily governed country as “ the seat of illiberality 
and despotism.”’

Miss Mantineau on Dyet.---The greatest amount of 
nourishment of both kinds is contained in flour, mea 
potatoes, and peas; milk, cheese, rice, and other grainst 
and sugar; while tea, coffee, and cocoa are of great 
value in theirway. Such are the materials; but they 
may be so treated in the cooking as to waste whut is 
most valuable, and preserve what is of the least conse- 
quence. It is possible to manage the making of a stew, 
so as to wash away the best qualities of the meat, and 
leave the vegetables hard, and drain away the thickening, 
causing a predominant taste of smoke and salt. When 
Miss N-ghtingale and her assistants undertook to cook 
in the Eastern hospitals, they made a pint of thick ar- 
rowrvot from one ounce of the powder, while in the 
general kitchen it took two ounces to make a pint of 
thin arrowrvot. It was the proper boiling of the water 
that made the difference here. Ayain, two ounces of 
rice were saved on every four puddings when the nurses 
made the puddings. Such incidents show that it is not 
enough to have the best materials for nouris!ment ; 
they must be husbanded in the preparation. It seems 
probable that, by sensible conduct all around, every- 
body might command enough of the best material for 
food ; and it is certain that a very small proportion of 
the wives of Englishmen know how to do justice to the 
food they buy.— Once a Week,

This was in the 
morning, aod the news was simultaneously communi- 
cated from Vienna to Paris. There was, therefore, 
complete agreement between the Austrian and 
French plenipotentiaries as regarded the mode of 
drawing up the most important of the three trea- 
ties that were to be signed at Zurich, and which 
comprises the question of the debt, the transfer of 
Lombardy, the Italian Confederation, the restoration of 
the Dukes, ani the amnesty. Ut caor md ba usual wd 
‘Iaration of peace and harmony oetween belligeren 

Sobers (Austria and France), and proceeds to establish 
tKe cession of Lombardy to France, excepting Mantua 
and Peschiera, and reserving the trac of the frontier 
line. Captured vessels are to be mutually restored. The 
principle of the restoration of the Dukes is recognised, 
as it was at Villafranca, and, what is more, and which 
appears strange, I am assured that the Duchess of Parma 
te base in this recognition, although no mention was 

e of her in the Imperial convention hard by the 

ifigio. How all this is to be conciliated with the as- 
surances given by the Emperor Napoleon to the deputa- 
tions from the three Duchies—assurances which, as they 
understood them, were most satisfactory-——it is hard, in- 
deed, to say. (One can only suppose that there is still 
some clever card to be played. To say to the Dukes, 
& You are restored in virtue of the treaty of Zurichs ; 
return to your dominions and resume your thrones,” 
would be a mere mockery. There is to be no intervention, 

_ we are told, and, without force to back them, the Dukes 
would hardly venture to recross their frontiers. Is an 
appeal to universal suffrage to be risked, as was lately 
"talked off? The Italians express themselves quite 
willing to agree to that, and very confilent as to the re- 
, sult. Bat it is useless to plague oneself with conjectures, 
since the Congress, we are told, is coming, and is to find 
a key to every puzzle. The treaty further includes re- 
forms in the Roman States. How are they to be ob- 
tained? My conviction is that the French Government 
is well assured that no real reforms can be extorted from 
the rulers of the Papal States. A letter from 
Rome which I recently included in my _ corres- 
pondence said that reforms were agreed to  be- 
teen. M. de Gramont and the Vatican, and even went 
so far as to specify what some of them were to be. I 
made no comment on this at the time, because I have so 
- repeatedly written to tg on the subject, and expressed 
my opinion—which is that of all those who are ac-; 
qiainted with the condition of the Pope’s dominions and 
the sentiments of their population—that no adequate 
reforms would ever be extorted from the Roman Go- 
vernment. The treaty also includes an Italian con- 
federation and an amnesty, which complete, accord- 
ing to my information, allits principal points. It ap- 
pears, however, that when it was communicated to the 
Sirdinian plenipotentiaries, these diplomatists took an 
objection to a portion of its contents---to that in particu- 
lar (and this was probably the only notable point of 
difference) which related ta the debt. On this weighty 
question, Austria, relaxing somewhat of her stubbornness 
in presence of the combined opposition of France and 
Sardinin, had agreed to take a less sum than she for a 
ion? time demanded, but, on the other hand, she stipu- 
lated, it is said, for prompt payment, and for guarantees 
more stringent than are usually given in such transac- 
tions between Governments. It would seem that,neither 
cash nor eonfidence is abundant in Vienna. The Aus- 
trian Ministet of Finance thinks it would be very pleasant 
\ to get something like 100,000,000f. money down. But, 
although Sardinia’s treasury is not in so empty a state 
n$ that of Austria is reported to be, nor her credit so low, 
4,000,000 sterling is a heavy pull, and she would wish 
fer time to disburse it. Such is believed to be the pur- 
port of observations made by Signor Desambrois to Baron 
de Bourqueney in a conference held two nights ago by 
the French and Piedmontese plenipotentiaries. The 
difficulty, however, is not looked upon as a very 
serious one ; or, at any rate, it is expected that it will be 
overcome by the assistance of the French Government. 
Couriers were sent off to Paris and to Turin, and it was 
thought at Zurich, by those most behind the scenes, that 
all would be concluded this week, and that the plenipo- 
tentiaries would have the better appetites for a dinner 
at Berne, on Sunday next, to which the Federal Council 
has invited them. 

Notwithstanding the long-continued dry weather, the 
late rains have cansed several rivers in the centre and 
the south of France to overflow, and considerable damage 
has been caused to theadjacent country. A letter from 
Alais, in the Cevennes, of the 15th says :-— 

“ Yesterday, after several showers, which fell in great 
abundance in the Cevennes, the Gardon rose about ten 
in the moraing and inundated the adjoining meadows ; 
the flood maintained the same level until 12 o'clock ; 
it then increased, but at the momeat I write (6 p.m.), 
the inundation, which increased at 4, is sensibly dimi- 
nishing. To judge by the great number of trees carried 
down by the waters during the time the inundation lasted 
it is unfortunately to be apprehended that the damage 
caused by the overflowing of the rivulets converted into 
torrents is considerable. Twomen who were near St. 
Jean, and were endeavouring to collect some of the ob- 
jets carried away by the water, were surprised by the 
flood at 4 o'clock, notwithstanding the warnings given 
ns totheir danger. Seeing that the water was rapidly 
gaining on them they climbed up a cree. One, finding 
his courage fail him, screamed forassistance. Fortunately, 
his cries were heard, and three gendarmes, with 
two inhabitants of. Alais, succeeded in relieving him from 
his psrilous position. The other, a good swimmer, re- 

mained in the tree. Accounts from St. Ambroix men- 
tion that the waters of the Ceze had risen so high as to 
inundate the town, and reach up to the door of the 
church.” 

The Loire likewise overflowed its banks twice since 
Saturday near Brives. The water rose 18 feet at the 
bridge of Brives. The diligence which passes through 
Tain was forced to stop there, and the travellers in it 
were glad to find a lodging in an inn at the opposite 
rile of the river. The Loire rose nearly as high at the 
suspension bridge of Chadrac as during the great inun- 
dation of the year 1846. Great losses were sustained by 
the owners of lands near the banks. Cattle were 
drowned, household furniture was damaged. The Pre- 
fect of the department, accompanied by the Government 

engineer, repaired to the spot, and handed money to the 
inayor of Brives to relieve the most indigent; and it is 
expected that the Minister of the Interior will apply to 
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detain a few round the family hearth, let them remain 
there like soldiers, musket or sword in hand. 15 days 
are enough to make a brave Italian a brave 
soldier. not an embroidered uniform that 
his merit will consist in. Look at the Zouaves. In 
their simple, easy dress, they are the first soldiers in the 
world. á remember once finding myself, during my 
American campaign, in the midst of a vast plain, where 
neither from the interior nor from the seaports, which 
the enemy had blockaded, any of our wants could be 
supplied. The herds of the plain were our only resource, 
their flesh was our only nourishment, and their skins 
were our protection from the heat of the noonday sun 
and our covering at night; and - I assure you our 
soldiers, armed only with the musket, performed prodi- 
gies of valour. We were the terror of the Imperialists, 
and my few hundreds of brave men pnt to route the enemy 
by theusands. But we, my friends, we want arms; and 
that this want may exist no longer I have proposed 
that Italy should form a subscription to purchase a 
million of muskets. Think only how many wrongs we 
have to be redressed, Bear in mind what a series of 
years has witnessed a foreign oppression. Remember 
to what an ignominious death has been condemned a 
Cicero Vacchio and his young sons, a Ugo Bassi, an 
Antonio Elia. You do not, perhaps, recollect this 
martyr to the cause of Italian liberty—let me relate to 
you one trait of his heroic courage, Antonia Elia, a na- 
tive of Aucona, was a simple sailor. He had scarcely 
attained his twentieth year when the ship which he 
navigated was captured by one of those Turkish 
galleys which then harassed the coast of the 
Adriatic. The Turks manned their prize 
with ten seamen and an officer, confining all 
the original crew in the ship’s hold, .except 
the young Antonio, whom they retained on deck for 
their own service. A strong sirocco came on, and the 
extreme obscurity which accompanied it awoke in An- 
tonio’s breast the idea of delivering himself and his com- 
panions. He went tothe prow, where he succeeded in 
gaining possession of a hatchet. Armed with this efli- 
cient weapon, he returned to the poop, where he had so 
late'y left the pirate commander. When he arrived 
where he thought the officer was, he struck at him with 
his hatchet, but the blow fell onthe deck. Fora mo- 
ment he hesitated to draw it out, but the officer surprised 
at the noise,and suspecting. something wrong, drew his 
yatagan and wounded Antonio severely in the left shoul- 
der. The latter, secing his blood flowing, redoubled his 
efforts, and launching the axe upon his adversary, he laid 
him dead at his foot. Encouraged by his success, he now 
turned to the crew, and, as if endowed with superna- 
tural force, he slew them all but two or three, who, 
with cries of terror, leaped overboard into the sea. 
This Antonia Elia, a very lion of courage, fell before 
the Austrian Powers in 1859, because he would not 
clandestinely abandon his wife and his children.’ 

“Thus interestingly, and much more than this, the 
General spoke, but it would occupy too much of my 
space to give more. It was not an orator secking to 
astonish his auditors by eloquent periods, but a chief 
an adored friend, in open-hearted converse with his 
faithful adherents, awakening in them sentiments of 
patriotism by the recital of acts of heroism. But the 
hour of our departure was drawing nigh, and we were 
obliged to take leave of our kind entertainer and regain 
our carriages.” 
THE STATE OF NAPLES. 

(From the Times’ Correspondent.) 

Napwes, Ocr. 15.---In answer to those who deplore 
the systein of centralisation and of absolutism which 
is adopted here, I have often heard the municipal in- 
stitutions of the country brought forward to prove that 
the people are in the enjoymept of a certain amount of 
liberty. The assertion, of course,is by many readily 
received, for the very word “ municipal” is expressive of 
liberty. It is well, therefore, to state what is the law of 
the case, andthe observer of current and past events 
can readily imagine how even that law has been nar- 
rowed in its action. It dates from the 12th December, 
1816, and ordains that lists of those who are eligible for 
civil offices shall be made out in every commune, such 
eligibility to depend on the amount of Jand-tax paid by 
each individual, Out of these lists the Intendenti choose 
three, whose names are presented to the King by 
means of his Minister of the Interior, and, receiving 
the approval of his Majesty, are named the Decurionato 
of the commune. Again, the Decurionato of each com- 
mune out of the same lists of “eligible” persons 
selects the names of three to fill the office of Syndic. 
These names are given to the Intendente, who passes 
them on to the Minister of the Interior, by whom again 
they are laid before the King for the nomination of one. 
So far, therefore, from the Syndic being elected by the 
people of the Two Sicilies, ard the power of the Crown 
being limited, every civil,as well as every military and 
political office, emanates fromthe head ot the State, 
and the Government of this country isa pure absolu- 
tism. Among the precautions which the lawallows for 
the choice of good men and true, the Intendente may 
refuse to accept the lists drawn up by the 
Decurionato, and require new lists two several 
times. And, even then, if not satisfied, they 
may, after the opinion of his Council of Inten- 
denza, and with the approbation of the Minister of the 
Interior, form a new list themselves and present it as 
before stated. In order to ascertain the characters of 
those who are suited to his purpose the Intendente comes 
to the Giudice Regio, to the parish pricst, to military 
authorities, if there be any, for information, and thus 
every one whose name is set before the King has been 
sifted over and over again, and ascertained to be of 
Ei same political colour with the Government of the 

ay.

TURKEY. 

The representatives of Austria, France, Great Britain, 
Prussia and Russia, have sent to the Turkish Govern- 
ment the following document, demanding reforms :— 

g- representatives of the Powers who, in guaran- 
teeing the maintenance and integrity of the Ottoman 
Empire, testifiel the particular interest which they 
attach to its prosperity, think it a duty, under the 
grave circumstances of the present moment, to call all 
the solicitude of the Porte to the political and financial 
situation of the country. Europe has marked out an 
important place for Turkey, but she has well under- 
stood that external caution would not be sufficient for 
the realisation of her wishes, if the Power thus 
strengthened abroad did not assist itself, and if its in- 
ternal organisation was not vivified by the gradual 
and steady application of reforms, the principles 
of which had been freely and solemnly agreed to by the 
Sultan. A task of such importance cannot, doubtless, 
be the work of a day, but its execution does not ‘admit 
of delay, and in the period of transition through which 
the empire passes, between the ruins of a destroyed 
regime and the not yet fashioned materials of a new 
one, a constant impulse is necessary to stimulate the 
tardy, to calm the impatient, and to constrain both to’ 
labour for the common weal. The representatives of 
the Powers regret to state, without pretending to point 
out the canse, that this impulse is not manifested in 


Sublime Porte ought to tend. The uneasy feeling 
which prevails in the minds of the different popula- 
tions of the empire will not disappear until the 
mass of the nation shall clearly see—and that in a not 
distant future—the period when they shall enjoy the se- 
curity resulting from the normal movement of a society 
satisfied with itself, peaceably occupied in the develop- 
ment of its resources, and directed by an administration 
attentive to both its moral and material wants, the de- 
clared enemy of abuses, and both economical and intel- 
ligent in the employment of the public money. The 
accomplishment of those general conditions of the pros- 
perity of States is independent of differences of religion 
and of race; the question to be solved isin the estab- 
lishment of a Government under which all the subjects 
of the Sultan, Mussulmans and Christians, instead of 
suffering the same grievances, will share the same be- 
nefits.” 

The above document was received with undisguised 
ill-humour by Fuad Pacha, and the only reply made to 
the six Dragoimans of the representatives who presented it 
was---* We acknowledge the receipt of the paper you 
have brought.” It was even thought that the Porte 
would avoid sending any reply. 


KELIGIOUS REVIVAL IN INDIA. 

The Bombay Guardian reports the premonitory symp- 
toms of a religious revival in India. Four daily prayer 
meetings are held in Bombay—one amoung the soldiers of 
the 28th; one of the native Christians, in Marathi (Free 
Church Institution), at 5 p.m.; one at the General 
Assembly’s Institution; at 7 a.m.; another at St. 
Andrews’ Church, at 1 p.m. ‘The Bishop of Bombay 
(Dr. Harcing) favours the movement, and has issued the 
following circular :— 

“If two of you shall agree on earth as touching any- 
thing that they shall ask, it shall be done for them of 
my Father which is in heaven.’—Matthew xviii. 19. 
— ‘The religious movement now transpiring in the North 
of Ireland, together with like movements, though on a 
smaller scale, in Scotland and in Wales, following on 
that which has prevailed so widely in America, cannot 
fail to arrest the mind of every reflecting 
Christian. When thousands of men seem to be 
simultaneously awakened to repentance, the pheno- 
menon is too solemn to be dismissed indifferently from 
our thoughts. 

“That out of the multitudes touched by this move- 
ment there will be not a few who do but “for a while 
believe, and in time of temptation fall away,’ is to be ex- 
pected. ‘That some will fearfully relapse, so that it 
had been better for them not to have known the way of 
righteousness, will, alas! only be in consonance with 
past experience at all times of extraordinary religious 
excitement. But if, notwithstanding such deductions, 
there yct shall remain, as doubtless there will remain, a 
vast residuum of souls truly converted, and eternally 
saveil, what Christian heart will not rejoice and praise 
God for the blessed result ? 

“The singular physical affections which appear to 
have accompanied this movement in Ireland, as else- 
where, will not greatly surprise, although they may in 
some degree perplex us. We may be unable satis- 
factorily to account for them ; but such things have not 
becn unknown before, and we may wisely adstain from 
venturing any opinion upon them. 

* And ify in some few instances, an incautious zeal has 
led to extravagancies frum which chastened piety re- 
volts, it is not more than a knowledge ofhuman infirmity 
should teach us to anticipate. 

“Still the grand facts stand out before us with over- 
whelming solemnity, that vast numbers of men, hitherto 
unconverted,have been ‘ turned from darkness to light, 
and from the power of Satan unto God.’ 

“It is believed that very many Christian persons are 
being led to ponder with themselves the question, whe- 
ther no special call is made upon them by the transac- 
tions passing before their eyes, to arise and pray that a 
share in those ' showers of blessing,’ which appear to 
be falling so copiously elsewhere may be vouchsafed to 
their own portion of the field, and be extended widely 
through the Church, and through the world. Sober de- 
votion, it is true, wili never dare to prescribe either 
the manner or the degree in which the Spirit of God 
shall act upon the human mind. But it will equally 
fear to be backward in asking for blessings which Heaven 
may be waiting to bestow. 

“May it then be suggested as a means for giving a 
common utterance to the impulses of this devotion in 
many hearts, if all who read this paper, and concur in 
its sentiments, should agrec on every ‘Thursday morning 
especially to implore of Almighty God-- 

“ First, to pour down His Spirit more largely on His 
Church, and by the conversion of souls to add unto 
it daily such as shall be saved. 

“ And, secondly, in respect of the movements above 
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I do not pretend todefend Urquiza; and his commer- 
cial policy shows that however good a patriot he may be 
he is a very bad political economist. My object is simply 
to show that there is ‘a real question in the Plate; and 
that the whole affair is not the personal one city articles 
describe it. 

I believe (and from this language I infer that Lord 
John Russell does so also) that time will best solve this 
question ; and, therefore, I deeply regret that Urquiza 
threatens Buenos Ayres with war, and heartily re- 
joice that Lord John attempts to mediate in favour of 
tranquillity. In Lord John, whether in Italy or the 
Plate, I, for one of a great majority of reflective 
Englishmen, have entire confidence. I think that 
his administration of foreign affairs promises well for 
England in every quarter of the world. And I admit 
that, if he ed in averting present bloodshed in the 
Plate, he will deserve well of our commerce and of the 
bondholders. But I say, without fear of any well- 
informed or impartial contradiction, that nothing but a 
confederation in which Buenos Ayres shall merge her 
pretensions and be satisfied with her local advantages, 
will permanently settle “ the question of the Plate.’’

THE NEW INDIAN LOAN. 

The movement of the new Indian Loan continues to 
furnish a most remarkable example ofthe way in which 
the value of securities is influenced by mere facilities 
of management. At its present price, assuming it to 
be paid off in ten years, it will pay about 4§ or 41 per 
ccut., while the native Five per Cents. and Four per 
Cents., of which there are about 50 or 60 millions in ex- 
istence, can be bought here, the former below 90 and 
the latter at about 76. Both are negociable in London, 
and rest upon precisely the same security as the recent 
loan, while they also enjoy the advantage of being pay- 
able in silver, and, consequently, free from any adverse 
influence from the gold discoveries, and of not being 
liable, at least as regards the Four per Cents., to the 
contingency of being paid off or of undergoing a re- 
duction in the rate of interest. But the fact that 
the dividends must be received at the India Office 
in bills instead of in cash at the Bank of Eng- 
land, and that the security is in the shape of a paper 
document instead of in stock like Consols, is sufficient, 
although these bills can be turned into cash at any of the 
leading India firms, andthe paper can be registered in 
the name of its possessor, to make all the difference 
between popularity and unpopularity, even to the extent 
of a serious annual loss to the investor. A yet more re- 
markable view of the matter is presented by the position 
of the Indian railways. ‘These, with their 5 per cent. 
guarantee, notwithstanding a recent partial recovery, 
range from 7 per cent. discount to par, while the Madras 
44 per cent. shares are at 18 to 15 discount. Yt, 
in addition to the Government liability, they have 
solid works, which will always be identified with the 
prosperity of the people, to show for the money ex- 
pended, and the pruspect of large extra gains from 
the traffic yielding more than the guarantee. 
The holders likewise have the convevience of their 
dividends being remitted to them by post, but the magic 
words “Bank of England” are wanting, and the property 
must therefore remain subject to a disparaging con- 
trast. That the railway stocks cannot advance much 
beyond par, except in cases where a development of 
traffic is taking place, so as to show that the returns will 
be more than 5 per cent., must be admitted, because as 
fast as they rise to a premium the companies will, of 
course, avail themselves of the notification that gua- 
rantees for extensions may be had upon their being asked 
for ; but this circumstance can afford no explanation for 
the present shares remaining at adiscount. The lesson 
conveyed seems, therefore, to be that the public are 
guided, even in financial matters, by convenience and 
fashion, more than by any deliberate judgment, on the 
intrinsic and relative merits of the securities they may 
select, and that the dealers who desire to prosper must 
study this peculiarity rather than base their proceedings 
on abstract calculations.---7imes’ City Article. 


ScENE AFTER AN Ecervnant Hunt.---When every 
wild elephant had been noosed and tied up, the scene 
presented was one truly Oriental. From one to two 
thousand natives, many of them in gaudy dresses and 
armed with spears, crowded about the enclosures. Their 
families had collected to see the spectacle; women, 
whose children clung like little bronzed Cupids by 
their side; and girls, many of them in the graceful cos- 
tume of that part of the country, a scarf, which, after 
having been brought round the waist, is thrown over 
the left shoulder, leaving the right arm and side free 
and uncovered. At the foot of each tree was its cap- 
tive elephant; some still struggling and writhing in 
feverish excitement, while others, in exhaustion and 
despair, lay motionless, except that from time to time 
they heaped fresh dust upon their heads. ‘The mellow 
notes of a Kandyan flute, which was played at a little 
distance, had a striking effect upon one or more of 
them; they turned their heads in the direction trom 
which the music came, expanded their broad ears, and 
were evidently soothed with the plaintive sound. 
The two little ones alone still roared for freedom; 
they stamped their feet, and blew clouds of 
dust over their shoulders, brandishing their 
little trunks aloft. and attacking every one who 
came within their reach. At first the older ones, when 
secured, spurned every offer of food, trampled it under 
foot, and turned haughtily away. <A ‘ew, as they 
became more composed, could not resist the temptation 
of the juicy stems of the plantain, but rolling them 
under foot, till they detached the layers, they raised 
them in their trunks and commenced chewing them 
listlessly. On the whole, whilst the sagacity, the com- 
posure, and docility of the decuys were such as to excite 
lively astonishment, it was not possible to withhold the 
highest admiration from the calm and dignified demea- 
nour of the captives. Their whole bearing was at va- 
riance with the representations made by some of the 
sportsmen, who harass them, that they are treacherous, 
savage, and revengeful. When tormented by the guns 
of their persecutors, they, no doubt, display their powers 
and sagacity in efforts to retrliate or escape ; but here, 
their every movement was indicative of innocence and 
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Danis v. Donan. 

Mr. Bond Cox moved in this case for an attachment 
order on the Governor and Company of the Bank of Ire- 
land. The defendant had assented to the application, 
and he considered that the court could have no objec- 
tion to it, the order having been given already, though 
the date had not expired. 

His Lordship decided that he could not act upon the 
consent of the defendant in this,case. The act ex 
laid down 20 days as the limit within which the attach- 
ment should issue, but there was not one in it 
about the order being expedited by the consent of the 
defendant. As, therefore, time was the essential con- 
sideration in the matter, he could not grant the appli- 
cation. 

Osborne and another v. M‘ Master and another. 

Mr. Sidney applted in this case for liberty to plead 
double matter. It was alleged in the plaint that ‘he 
wife of the plaintiff had applied at the shop of 
the defendants, who are apothecaries, for a certain 
tincture called essence of ginger, but that 
instead of .getting that she got jalap, which produced 
very unpleasant effects, and which, in fact, from her 
being in a delicate state of health, was a noxious drug. 
Counsel now moved for liberty to put in three additional 
defences—viz., that the defendants never sold a noxious 
drug for essence of ginger; that what they did sell was 
actually essence of ginger; and that that article could 
not hare produced the effects complained of. Counsel 
then referred to the case of Cuffe v. O'Flaherty, in which 
it was alleged that a certain other powder instead of 
seidlitz powders had been given. 

His Lordship granted the application. 


COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY. 
FRIDAY. 
(Before Judge Berwick.) 
In re M*Clushey. 

The bankrupt in this case had been a bakerin Dorset- 
street, and the present meeting was for final exami- 
nation. 

Mr. Kernan, QC, appeare on the part of the as- 
signees, and opposed the application on the general 
ground of the deficiency of assets,and also on the alleged 
fact, that although the bankrupt had stated that he was 
only worth the £18 which he paid for his passage to 
America, stilla sum of £10 had been paid to his attorney 
out of the proceeds of the property left in the hands of his 
wife in his absence. 

lis Lordship said that a shilling of that sum would 
not be allowed by the court, and that he would adjourn 
the further hearing of the case until Tuesday. 
In re Geerge Browne. 

The bankrupt in this case had been a miller in Balli- 
bay, Monaghan, and the meeting was for the purpose of 
considering a claim put in by the trustees of the bank- 
rupt’s marriage setticment. 

Mr. Purcell appeared on the part of the assignee to 
oppose the claim, and Mr. Henn appeared -n behalf 
ut the trustees to sustain it. 

Mr. Henn said that the entire sum to which the 
trustecs laid claim was £1,946, £576 of which was for 
interest. The settlement was dated 5th of September, 
1827, the} marriage was duly solemnised on that day, 
and the bankrupt then received from the trustees £100, 
as part of lis wife's fortune. Previous to 1831, part of 
the trust money mentioued in the deed was invested 
by the trustees in the purchase of three shares in the 
Liverpool and Manchester Railway Company, which 
were sold in 1831, and produeed the nett sum of 
£287 10s. The property of the wife, then 
amounted to that sum. In 1831 the bankrupt 
received from the trustees including the proceeds 
of the railway shares, the sum of £501 1s. 6d., and it 
remained in his hands fur ten years, at an interest of 5 
per cent. Of the two trustees mentioned “in; the deed of 
settlement, one died in 1841, and the other being then 
old and in bad health, the bankrupt's wife determined to 
have the property invested in her own name ; and, ac- 
cordingly, in Jannary, 1841, the bankrupt caused £597 
to be invested in his wife’s name, in the purchase of 
London and CroydenRailway stock; andjin 1843,the further 
sum of £100 was so invested. ‘The investment happened 
be very good, and the money accumulated. In March, 
1844, part of this property was sold, which produced 
£640, and in October, 1855, the residue was sold, produc- 
ing £648, so that in Oct., 1855, the entire proceeds of this 
property had reached £1,288, which was the principal 
sum to which they now laid claim. In 1856 the bank- 
rupt was in bad health, and in order to prevent any 
inconvenience to his wife, he thought it most advisable to 
make a declaration of trust, and accordingly did so on 
the 22d May of that year, in which Jos¢éph Walker, of 
Manchester, was appointed trustee for his wife. Mr. 
Henn then entered at some further length into the 
reasons why he considcred the trustees were entitled to 
the above cla im, 


Mr. Purcell, on the other side, argued that the claim 
was altogether trumped up, and that no evidence had 
been given to sustain it, except that of the bankrupt 
himself. The onus lay on the trustees to establish: the 
claim, and the court should require the fullest and most 
satisfactory evidence upon the subject. He considered it 
a very singular thing that the person who was most in- 
terested in the matter—namely, the bankrupt’s wife, 
and who was in the country was not produced. 
The petition was filed in August, 1858, the 
schedule was sworn to and _ “~verified, and 
among the debts there was one said to be 
due to Joseph Walker, as trustee, and amounting to 
the sum of £501 Is. 6d., bat that was the only amount 
which was alleged to be due to him on any ground 
whatever. Against that demand, however, he held the 
lease and mortgage of will property belonging to the 
bankrupt, so that in reality his demand in capacity of 
trustee could not amount to more than £250, and down 
to June last no claim whatever such as that which is 
now put forward, was even hinted at.
